Washington, D. C., April 12.—[Spe 
cial.]—By a vote of 45 to 41, the sen- 
ate today unseated Smith Wildman 
| Brookhart, radical Republican, and de- 
clared Capt. Dan F. Steck, young 
‘world war veteran and ai Democrat, 
the senator from Iowa, lawfully elect- 
ed in 1924. 

Five minutes after the roll call, fol- 
lowed with intense interest by a large 
gallery, Capt. Steck was sworn into 
office, the first Democrat to represent 
Iowa in the senate since the civil war. 


Punished by G. O. P. 

Thus was consummated the punish- 
ment which the regular Republican 
organization of Iowa decreed Brook- 
hart should suffer for repudiating the 
Republican ticket and suporting La 
|'Follette for President, after he him- 
self had obtained the Republican nomi- 
‘nation for senator. In accord with 
the organization decree 185,000 Iowa 
| Republicans voted for Steck, but 
|Brookhart was declared elected by a 
plurality of 700, The senate after ex- 
amining disputed ballots decided that 
Steck was rightfully: elected by a piu- 
rality of 1,420. 

Mr. Brookhart, who has absented 
himself from the senate floor since 
the beginning of the debate, and was 
in his office when the roll was called, 
‘said he would have no statement to 
make for a day or two. He has indi- 
| cated to friends that he will enter the 
Republican primary in June as an op- 
| ponent of Senator Cummins for the 
'Republican nomination for senator. 


Both Parties Divide. 

On the roll call both parties were di- 
vided,- fifteen Republicans joining 
thirty Democrats in voting to seat 
Steck, while nine Democrats and one 
-Frarmer-Labor senator lined up with 
| thirty-one Republicans in support of 
Brookhart’s title.

FOR A MIDWEST 
CONFERENCE. 


This session of congress is nearing adjournment. 
The passing of each day makes the enactment of 
farm relief legislation more improbable. The old 
story has been repeated. The farmers have gone 
down to Washington with a grievance but without 
a program. Their spokesmen have left no doubt 
in the minds of any one that something should be 
done to help the farmers, but when the question 
of what should be done was raised, there were 
ten answers when there should have been one. If 
the farmers cannot reconcile their own differences 
of opinion, it is asking a great deal to expect con- 
gress to do it for them. 

Agricultural prosperity means much to the whole 
country, but it is vital to the middie west. Mer- 
chants, manufacturers, and bankers here cannot 
prosper as they might until the purchasing power 
of farmers is increased. It is therefore to the 
interest of the city men to see that the farmers 
get relief. 

A conference which would bring together all 
the economic interests of the middle west is urgent- 
ly required. The conference should consider the 
various proposals for farm relief and draw up 4 


program which'all could support. Such a program, | 


it is certain, would not be as revolutionary as some 
of the farm proposals this year have been, but it 
would have the advantage of enlisting the support 
of all congressmen from this section. As matters 
stand, the farmers are getting nothing or next to 
nothing.

FRIEND told me how his grand- 
child became infected with round 
wortns. The family itve on a hog 
farm.

He 
will be glad to know that Prof. Chandler 
of Michigan Agricultural college has 
worked out a disinfectant which kills 

worm eggs and worm larve.

These eggs are exceedingly resistant to 
ordinary disinfectants. Formalin, car- 
bolic acid and chemicals of those groups 
leave therm unharmed. Iodine, on the 
/ other hand, kills them promptly, pro- 
| vided it is in proper condition. Ordinary 
_lodine mixtures will not answer. His 
discovery consisted in making a form 
'of iodine which he calls colloidal, sus- 
pensoid iodine. If the drug does not 
worms the name will, unless it

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RETESTING FOR TUBERCULOSIS. 

Springfield, IllL, April 9%-—Since the 
state has taken charge of the bovine tu- 
berculosis eradication work, testing has 
been going on at an unprecedented rate 
of speed, largely due to the extreme 
conditions existing in the northern Ili- 
nois dairy districta, Indemnity claims 
covering the state’s one-third, including 
expense of operation, are approximately 
$861,162. On account of the Unijed 
States government’s failure to appro- 
priate sufficient funds the state will be 
compelled to pay the balance of the 


government’s share, amounting to ap- 
proximately $545,207, 

* Two million dollars was appropriated 
by the last Illinois legislature for bovine 
tuberculosis eradication to cover the pe- 
riod of two years from July 1, 1925, to 
July 1, 1927, which should have been 
spent at the rate of $1,000,000 per year. 
Of this $2,000,000 there now remains 
only approximately $600,000 to cover all 
claims and expenses during the next fif- 
teen months.

In our efforts to speed up the work 
in northern Illinois the retesting of those 
herds which have heretofore been tested 
in this state has been neglected. Under 
the rules of the bureau of animal indus- 
try, United States department of agri- 
culture, to maintain a herd under federal 
supervision the cattle should be retested 
at intervals of six months to one year. 
This work is far behind and must be 
given immediate attention. There would 
be nothing gained—in fact, there would 
be an actual loss—should we continue 
initial testing and by doing so lose su- 
pervision over herds which have been 
initially tested, due to want of the re- 
test. 

I believe the above statements consti- 
tute very satisfactory reasons for the 
order effective April 1, that veterinarians 
doing work in T. B. eradication cam- 
paign of Illinois devote their attention 
to retesting for the present. More has 
been accomplished in the eradication 
program during the last weeks of inten- 
sive work than was expected. Credit is 
due veterinarians and those who have 
assisted them for the tireless manner in 
which they have worked.

Roy Chapman Andrews, the Ameri- 
gan explorer who found the dinosaur 
eggs, escaped death northwest of the | 
gtation where four bombs were 
dropped. One landed twenty feet from 
where he had crawled under a steel 
ear; a fragment of a bomb dropped a 
foot from his head. 

The continued disregard of the pow- 
ers’ protest against the bombing of the 
capital worries the diplomats, yet with 
no government in control they are un- 
able to compel the enforcement of any, 
treaties. All activities of the customs
